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MERCED, Calif—We are just back 
from a two months tour of the work in 
Arizona and California, during which 
time we visited every Church and Mis- 
sion in the two states with but one ex- 
ception, and were able to visit some 
new places besides. God was with us 
all along the way, and blessed our ev- 
ery effort put forth for the advance- 
ment of His Kingdom and Church, we 
covered about four thousand miles en- 
route and never grew weary with the 
journey, although our physical 
strength almost reached the breaking 
point at times, as we had to spend sev- 
eral nights on the road, with little, or 
no time for eating or sleeping, in or- 
der to reach our appointments in time 
Part of the trip was up in the moun- 
tains, more than a mile above sea 
level, nestled among the clouds which 
poured lots of rain on us, as the thun- 
der was pealing forth it’s loudest tones 
and lightning rent the skies. While 
next we would find ourselves steering 
our course across fertile valleys where 
agriculture was flourishing, then 
again across the burning deserts for 
hundreds of miles where there is little 
or no rainfall, at times reaching a 
level that was two hundred or more 
feet below the sea. 

We had no little interest in the 
twenty-eight different varities of cac- 
tus growth which held one charmed 
with their weird forms, some rising 
to the lofty height of fifty-five feet 
and weighing more than eight tons it 
was said by those who were author- 
ity. The lowly denizens of the sandy 
desert waste, rattlesnakes, vinegar- 
roons, scorpions, tarantulas, gila mon- 
sters, ete. held our attention some of 
the time at least, and you can be sure 
we were careful where we trod. We 
killed one large rattler and chased a 
chuckawalla (monstrous black and 
yellow lizzard) to his den. under a 
rock. 

Getting back to the start, we left 
home in Long Beach, Calif. in com- 
pany with Brother Hilton Vail, who 
rendered music on his cornet, and 
helped in the meetings otherwise for 
several weeks, until he was obliged to 
return home for some rest and to re- 
cuperate from an attack of sickness. 
We stopped in San Diego for one 
night, where we were royally enter- 
tained in the home of one of our min- 
istering brothers, W. M. Corns, who 
along with his good wife surely made 
us welcome. We attended service that 
night at one of the missions where 
Sister Margaret Gilgren was engaged 
in a revival meeting. The writer gave 
a short talk which seemed to be ap- 
preciated by all. From there we went 
to the Imperial and Coachella Val- 
leys, stopping four nights at the In- 
dian Church in the Martinez Reserva- 
tion, where God met us in a special 
way. We preached each night to a 
large crowd, a dozen or More were at 
the altar, several blessed, one man re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost who had been 
seeking for years, several were slain 
under the power of the Spirit, and 
there was much rejoicing and danc- 
ing in the Spirit. We had an all day 
meeting on Sunday with dinner on the 
ground and baptized two converts in 
a pool of water fed by an artesian 
(overflowing) well, which was a novel 
experience for the writer. Leaving the 
reservation before day on Monday we 
proceeded to Yuma, Ariz., where we 
were scheduled to perform a marriage 
ceremony at the Pentecostal Church; 
returning to the valley the same day, 
we enjoyed a good night’s rest in the 
home of Brother and Sister Sanderson 
at! the “Sunny Land Ranch” on the 
shore of the Salton Sea. 

Taking our leave again on Tuesday 
we stopped for one night at Yuma 
where we preached for Brother Wag- 
ner and his folks at the Free Pente 
costal Church, they welcomed us to 
their services, and made us_ feel at 
home. Our next stop was at Phoenix, 
Ariz. At this point Brother J. R. Dod- 
son from Los Angeles joined us in the 
meeting which continued for two 
weeks, where the Lord met us again 
in a special way, several were blessed 
at the altar, some renewed their cove- 
nant with God, sinners seeking God, 
the last night two Catholic men were 
at the altar, one from our former home 
in the East (Cincinnati, Ohio). We 
baptized two more in water the last 
Sunday. The power of God fell in a 
marvelous way on the banks of the ir- 
rigation canal and in the water as 
well, one sister being knocked down 





by the power of the Splrit and we had 
quite a time fishing her out of the 
swift water to finally administer the 
ordinance. The sister for the time be- 
ing was of the opinion that we had 
baptized her the second time. The 
Chureh at Phoenix is beginning to 
grow and take on material form un- 
der the leadership of Brother H. V. 
Miller who has had considerable train- 
ing in this work, being formerly a 
Salvation Army Captain in charge of 
the Phoenix unit. The power of God 
fell so strong at times that every 
saved person in the house would rise 
to their feet with up-lifted hands, and 
while their lips poured forth the high 
praises of God, would go marching 
around the room in single file, some 
dancing and speaking in other tongues 
as they went. From Phoenix we con- 
tinued to Bisbee, Ariz., stopping en- 
route at Gila Bend to see Brother and 
Sister Martin, two of our Church of 
God preachers, who had just closed a 
successful revival for the Free peo- 
ple. A goodly number were saved and 
sanctified, some received the Holy 
Ghost. Among the number was a prom- 
inent business woman who took off 
her worldly dress and jewelry, got a 
call to the mission fields, sold her 
place of business, and was on her way 
to the Hawaiian Islands. I was inform- 
ed all this was done in about two 
weeks time. We feel that much good 
seed has been sowed here, and possibly \ 
the way paved for a Church of God in 
the near future. Brother and Sister 
Gill have charge of the work there, 
and have extended us a welcome to 
preach. They have considerable means, 
own the church building, a large mod- 
ern tourist camp, and other business. 

At Bisbee we were blessed of the 
Lord in a four nights meeting, several 
seeking the Lord for a deeper experi- 
ence. One prominent lady was sancti- 
fied and shouted and danced all 
around, filled with the fullness of joy. 
The Church there is moving on nicely 
in charge of Brother Grant Stonelake, 
a French-Canadian (Ex-Catholic) from 
far off Halifax, Nova Scotia. He also 
was formerly a captain in the Salva- 
tion Army (being the eighth one the 
Lord has added to us in the work here 
since coming West). He maintains a 
relief depot and feeds and _ clothes 
many folks who are in need. 


Our mext stop was at Globe, where 
we took in the State Convention, 
which was by far the greatest meeting 
of the kind ever staged in this part 
of the country, from what we have 
been able to learn. Brother Knight 
and party spared no labor or means, 
in making the final arrangements for 
the meeting. The Church was repaint- 
ed and decorated inside and out for 
the occasion. A large red cross was 
erected on the platform back of the 
speaker’s stand with a bouquet of 
white lilies fixed in the center of it, 
red and white streamers were so fix- 
ed as to represent the blood trinkling 
down, with rays of light falling from 
above which partéd at the top of cen- 
ter of upright piece forming the cross. 
“Jesus Saves” was painted in red on 
either side of the cross, with our 
California and Arizona State banners 
displayed from the wall at the two 
extreme sides. The altar railing and 
other wood-work around the rostrum 
was painted snow white, with branch- 
es from trees so fixed as to depict 
real mountain scenes so peculiar to 
this part of the country, and not less 
than a dozen large bouquets of red, 
white and yellow flowers, uniformily

The Love That Passeth 
Knowledge 





“To know the love of Christ which 
passeth knowledge.” Eph. 3:19. 

If I could only make men _ under- 
stand the real meaning of the words 
of the Apostle John, “God is love,” I 
would take that single text and go up 
and down the world proclaiming this 
glorious truth. If you can convince a 
man that you love him, you have won 
his heart. If we could really make 
people believe that God loves them, 
we would find them crowding into the 
kingdom of heaven. The trouble is 
men think God hates them and so they 
are all the time running away from 
Him. There is nothing in this world 
that men prize as much as they do 
love. Show me a person who has no 
one to care for or love him, and I 
will show you one of the most wretch- 
ed beings on earth. Why do _ people 
commit suicide? Very often it is be- 
cause this thought steals in upon 
them, that no one loves them and they 
would rather die than live. I know of 
no truth in the whole Bible that ought 
to come home to us with such power 
and tenderness as that of the love of 
God, and there is no truth in the Bible 
that Satan would so much like to blot 
out. For more than six thousand years 
he has been trying to persuade men 
that God does not love them. He suc- 
ceeded in making our first parents 
believe this lie, and he often succeeds 
with their children. 

WHEN DOES GOD LOVE US? 

The idea that God does not love us 
often comes from false teachings. 
Mothers make a mistake in teaching 
children that God does not love them 
when they do wrong, but only when 
they do right. That is not taught in 
the Scriptures. You do not teach your 
children that when they do wrong you 
hate them. Their wrong doing does 
not change your love to hate. If it did, 
you would change your love a great 
many times. Because your child is 
fretful or has committed some set of 
disobedience you do not cast him out 
as though he did not belong to you. 
No, he is still your child and you love 
him. And if men have gone astray 
from God it does not follow that He 
hates them. It is the sin that He hates. 
I believe the reason why a great many 
people think God does not love them 
is because they are measuring God by 
their own small rule, from their own 
standpoint. We love men as long as 
we consider them worthy of our love. 
When they are not, we cast them off. 
It is not so with God. There is a vast 
difference between human love and di- 
vine love. 

THE DIMENSIONS OF GOD’S LOVE 

In Eph. 3:18 we are told of the 
breadth and length and depth and 
height of God’s love. Many of us think 
we ‘know something of God’s love but 
centuries hence we shall admit we 
have never found out much about it. 
Columbus’ discovered America but 
what did he know about its great 
lakes, rivers, forests, and the Missis- 
sippi valley? He died without know- 
ing much about what he had discover- 
ed. Many of us have discovered some- 
thing of the love of God but there are 
heights, depths, and lengths of it we 
do not know. That love is a_ great 
ocean and we plunge into it before 
we really know anything of it. It is 
said of a Roman Catholic archbishop 
of Paris, that when he was’ thrown 
into prison and condemned to be shot, 
a little while before he was led out to 
die, he saw a window in his cell in 
the shape of a cross. Upon the top of 
the cross he wrote height; at the bot- 
tom, depth; and at the end of each

arm, length. He had experienced the 
truth conveyed in the hymn, “When I 
survey the wondrous cross on which 
the Prince of Glory died.” When we 
wish to know the love of God we 

should go to Calvary. Can we look 
upon that scene and say, God did not 
love us? That cross speaks of the love 
of God. Greater love never has been 
taught than that which the cross 
teaches. What prompted God to give up 
Christ to die if it were not love? 
Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends. Christ laid down His life for 
His enemies. Christ laid down His life 
for His murderers. Christ laid down 
His life for those who hated Him, and 
the spirit of the cross, the spirit of 
Calvary, is love. When they were 
mocking Him and deriding Him what 
did He say? “Father, forgive them 
for they know not what they do.” That 
is love. He did not call down fire from 
heaven to consume them. There was 
nothing but love in His heart. 


THE LOVE OF GOD IS 
UNCHANGEABLE 

If you study the Bible you will find 
that the love of God is unchangeable. 
Many who loved at one time have per- 
haps grown cold in their affections 
and turned away from you. It may 
be that their love is changed to hatred. 
It is not so with God. It is recorded 
of Jesus Christ, just when He was 
about to be parted from His disciples 
and led away to Calvary, that having 
loved His own which were in the 
world, He loved them unto the end. 
John 13:1. He knew that some of His 
disciples would betray Him, yet He 
loved Judas. He knew that another 
disciple would deny Him and swear 
that he never knew Him yet He loved 
Peter. It was the love which Christ 
had for Peter that broke His heart 
and brought him back in penitence to 
the feet of his Lord. For three years 
Jesus had been with the disciples try- 
ing to teach them His love, not only 
by His life and words but by His 
work, and on the night of His betray- 
al He took a basin of water, girded 
Himself with a towel and taking the 
place of a servant, washed their feet. 
He wanted to convince them of His 
unchanging love. There is no portion 
of Scripture that I like to read as John 
14, and there is none that is sweeter 
to me. I never get tired of reading it. 
Hear what our Lord says as He pours 
out His heart to His disciples, “At 
that day ye shall know that I am in 
my Father and ye in me and I in you; 
he that hath my commandments and 
keepeth them, he it is that loveth me, 
and he that loveth me, shall be loved 
by my Father.” John 11:20,21. Think 
of the great God who created heaven 
and earth loving you and me. “If a 
man love me, he shall keep my words 
and my Father will love him and we 
will come unto him and make our 
abode with him.” V. 23. Would to God 
that our puny minds could grasp this 
great truth, that the Father and the 
Son so love us that they desire to 
eome and abide with us, not to tarry 
for a night, but to come and abide in 
our hearts. We have another passage 
more wonderful still in John 17:23, “I 
in them and thou in me, that they 
may be made perfect in one and that 
the world may know that thou hast 
sent me and hast loved them as thou 
hast loved me.” That is one of the 
most remarkable sayings that ever 
fell from the lips of Jesus Christ. 
There is no reason why the. Father 
should not love Him. He was obedient 
unto death. He never transgressed the 
Father’s law, or turned aside from the 
path of perfect obedience by one hair’s 
breadth. It is very different with us, 
and yet, notwithstanding all our re- 
bellion and foolishness, He says that 
if we are trusting in Christ, the Fa- 
ther loves us as He loves the Son. 
Marvelous love! Wonderful love! That 
God can possibly love us as He loves 
His own Son seems too good to be 
true, yet that is the teaching of Je- 
sus Christ. It is hard to make a sinner 
believe in this unchangeable love of 
God. When a man has wandered away 
from God he thinks that God hates 
him. We must make a distinction be- 
tween sin and the sinner. God loves 
the sinner but He hates sin, because 
it mars human lHife. It is just because 
God loves the sinner that He hates 
sin.
